BAGHDAD — Here’s how they 
do it. 

They survey the streets of Ru- 
safa, a relatively clean, quiet and 
well-to-do part of eastern Bagh- 
dad. They look for an open space 
about half the size of a soccer 
field. 

They sneak in at night — maybe 
by car, maybe by donkey cart. 
The calculations for their target, 
the Green Zone on the other side 
of the Tigris River, are ready. 
They need a minute or so to place 
the launcher and start the 15- 
minute timer. Then, they run. 

People are injured or killed, 
often Iraqi citizens. At 5:40 a.m. 
June 7, three Iraqis were injured 
after two rockets flew from Ru- 
safa toward the Green Zone but 
missed their mark.

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Air Force to train more 
pilots to fly drones 


The Air Force will train more 
pilots to fly unmanned aerial ve- 
hicles than traditional manned 
fighters and bombers in the 
current fiscal year, USA Today 
reported. 

Revealing the ever-increas- 
ing need for a steady intelligence 
stream, the service will train 240 
Predator and Reaper drone pilots 
compared with 214 fighter and 
bomber pilots. 

“The capability provided 
by the unmanned aircraft is 
game-changing,” Gen. Norton 
Schwartz, the Air Force chief 
of staff, told USA Today in an e- 
mailed statement. “We can have 
eyes 24/7 on our adversaries. The 
importance of that is clear in the 
feedback from the ground troops 
— this is a capability they don’t 
want to be without.”

The Iraqis are just as con- 
cerned. “It’s not good for them 
either,” Jackson said. 

The operation is called Vigilant 
Guard. The Americans started it 
more than a month ago, and now 
they patrol with at least one Iraqi 
army unit in tow. 

Their tactic is simple: Be in 
sector when most of the attacks 
happen, and talk to neighbors to 
see if they’ve seen any suspicious 
activity. 

The job, however, is hard. While 
residents and shop owners are 
friendly, offering refreshments 
and cigarettes to the soldiers who 
come by, most are too frightened 
to report suspicious activity. Most 
say their neighborhood is safe. 

The mission remains danger- 
ous. On June 4, one of Company 
C’s platoons was hit with an EFP, 
or explosively formed penetrator, 
a sophisticated roadside bomb 
that can rip through armor. They 
were driving on a narrow neigh- 
borhood street, between large

houses built for former Iraqi 
government officials under Sad- 
dam Hussein. The bomb hit the 
convoy’s lead truck and did minor 
damage, the soldiers said. No one 
was injured. 

Their mission will continue 
after the June 30 deadline, by 
which U.S. forces will largely 
pull back from Iraqi cities. But 
U.S. troops will go out only if they 
have equal numbers of Iraqi sol- 
diers and vehicles in the patrol. 
They hope that soon the Iraqis 
will begin leading the mission, 
according to Jackson. 

On one block, four Iraqi men 
sit in a driveway, unafraid of in- 
surgents or others who might see 
them. 

It’s after 9 p.m., and from their 
stoop the men talk with a couple of 
Iraqi soldiers. They face an open 
field, lit up with a warped circle 
of fluorescent lights powered by a 
generator. 

About three weeks ago, a rocket 
was launched from that field at 
about the same time of night, said 


Sgt. John Martinez, a member of 
1st Platoon. By the time the pla- 
toon got there, the Iraqi army had 
cornered two men. They had also 
found the launcher and the timer. 

But nothing linked the two sus- 
pects to the violence. In the end, 
they were let go. 

Now, the men in the neighbor- 
hood keep watch alongside the 
Iraqi soldiers. 

One of Company C’s platoon 
leaders, 1st Lt. Bart Heffron, 24, 
of Hilo, Hawaii, stops to talk with 
them. The men know some Eng- 
lish and begin talking about their 
favorite whiskey. They ask Hef- 
fron inside for a drink, and he po- 
litely, regretfully declines. 

The men say they are trying 
to get more neighbors to turn on 
lights to further illuminate the 
field. 

“T don’t think they’ll be using 
this field again,” Heffron said. 
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Bases taxi 
services 
expanding

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — AAFES 
officials at Misawa are expanding a taxi 
pickup service Friday, and adding other 
services toward the end of the month. 

Kichi Taxi — the only company con- 
tracted to provide on-base service through 
the Army and Air Force Exchange Service 
at Misawa — began offering in February 
what they call “daiko” service every Sat- 
urday from 8 p.m. to 3 a.m., AAFES gen- 
eral manager Anna Iosefo explained. 

Under daiko — Japanese that translates 
roughly as “to do something for someone”’ 
— a taxi will arrive with two drivers, one 
of whom will drive your car home. It’s a 
popular service in Japanese communities 
and saves someone from getting behind the 
wheel if they’ve had anything alcoholic to 
drink. The minimum blood alcohol level 
at which a person can be charged with 
drunken driving in Japan is 0.03 percent, 
less than half the 0.08 percent minimum in 
the States. 

Kichi Taxi charges the normal fare, plus 
a 1,000 yen fee for the service. 

Beginning this week, daiko will also 
be available from 8 p.m. to 3 a.m. every 
Friday. 

“We want to provide the community 
other options,” Iosefo said. 

AAFES also is introducing the “golden

offering expanded “daiko” service Friday. 


ticket” program later this month, though a 
date hasn’t been set, she said. 

Those prepaid tickets will be sold for 
1,500 yen in the shoppettes and in the 
exchange and are valid for one trip any- 
where on the base. Iosefo explained that 
since a trip from the front gate to the 
north housing area can cost 2,500 yen, 
the golden ticket can help save customers 
money. 

The tickets can be used Friday through 
Sunday. If a customer’s pickup point or 
destination is off base, and the total fare 
is more than 1,500 yen, the customer must 
pay the difference. 

Also planned this month is the debut 
of “rider benefit cards.” Each time a cus- 
tomer rides in a taxi, the card is annotated. 
After the sixth trip, the customer earns a 
free AAFES movie or lunch. 

And, Iosefo explained, pocket reference 
cards with taxi phone numbers are going 
to be made available to base residents. 


Kichi Taxi can be reached at DSN 616- 
5438 or 616-5439. 

There are other Japanese companies 
that offer cheaper daiko service, but they 
aren't authorized to bring customers on 
base. 

Toshiyuki Onodera, of the Kotobuki 
daiko service in Misawa city, said his com- 
pany often has American customers who 
want to go to their off-base homes. 

Local bars and restaurants will gladly 
call his service for their customers, he 
said, though sometimes Americans who 
can speak some Japanese call directly. 

Kotobuki charges 1,000 yen for the 
first 3 miles, which is about as far as most 
Americans live off base from the bar area 
outside the front gate, Onodera said. 

Kotobuki runs daily from 8 p.m. to 4a.m.

EU, U.S. reach 
agreement on 
Guantanamo

European Union and U.S. representatives 
reached an agreement Monday in which in- 
dividual European nations can receive in- 
mates cleared for release from the prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Separately, President Barack Obama 
said in Washington that Italy would accept 
three detainees. He made the announce- 
ment after meeting with Italian Premier 
Silvio Berlusconi in the Oval Office. 

The EU agreement, announced after a 
meeting of the 27 European Union foreign 
ministers in Brussels, Belgium, repeats 
previous statements about how Europe and 
the United States will work together to close 
Guantanamo. The announcement did not 
specify which nations would take former 
inmates or how many. It left the decision up 
to each nation, many of which oppose tak- 
ing former prisoners — especially because 
of U.S. reluctance to do the same. 

But European officials said Monday’s 
move is positive because of a U.S. pledge to 
share all intelligence, including confiden- 
tial information, on each potential transfer. 
The United States also has agreed to con- 
sider compensating governments for the 
expense incurred in housing and monitor- 
ing former inmates. 

Intensified talks are expected as U.S. dip- 
lomats visit nations that are open to helping 
resettle about 60 inmates who are cleared 
for release but cannot return to their home- 
lands because of human rights issues. 

Foreign Minister Miguel Moratinos of 
Spain said he looked forward to working 
“in a positive sense” with the U.S. to craft 
a plan specifying how many inmates Spain 
would be asked to take, according to Span- 
ish news reports.

Lawmakers slam VA over medical contamination scare

WASHINGTON — Lawmakers 
sharply criticized the Department 
of Veterans Affairs on Tuesday 
about why a national scare over 
botched colonoscopies earlier 
this year didn’t prompt stronger 
safeguards at the agency’s medi- 


cal centers. 

House Veterans Affairs Com- 
mittee Chairman Bob Filner said 
VA Secretary Eric Shinseki has 
pledged to take disciplinary ac- 
tion over the matter. 

The strong reaction came as 
the agency’s inspector general 
reported at a House hearing that 
fewer than half of VA facilities 


selected for surprise inspections 
last month had proper training 
and guidelines in place. That was 
months after the VA launched a 
nationwide safety campaign over 
the discovery of errors at three 
facilities in Georgia, Florida and 
Tennessee that could have ex- 
posed veterans to HIV and other 
infections. 


Lawmakers said the new infor- 
mation raises concerns that prob- 
lems with common endoscopic 
procedures such as colonoscopies 
could be far more widespread 
than initially believed. 

“You certainly would think that 
after the initial discoveries and 
the directive from the VA that 
medical directors would make 


sure that all of their equipment 
and procedures were brought 
into line and yet this investiga- 
tion shows that many, many did 
not,” said Filner, who praised the 
VA for being transparent about 
the mistakes. 

“There will be a public ac- 
counting of this situation,” he 
said.

SAN DIEGO 
irst came the stomach 
aches and low fevers. 
Then Lance Cpl. Cory 
Belken broke out in a 

rash. His temperature shot up to 
104.6 degrees. 

The young man became deliri- 
ous. His blood pressure dropped. 

Belken, a 20-year-old Marine, 
had been dealing with two poten- 
tially life-threatening conditions 
— a recent onset of acute leu- 
kemia and a blooming infection 
from a smallpox vaccination. He 
was that unlucky one-in-a-mil- 
lion case, his doctors said. 

In doctors’ and family mem- 
bers’ account of that harrowing 
night of March 7, hospital staff at 
Naval Medical Center San Diego 
scrambled to get Belken to the in- 
tensive care unit and worked on 
him for about 12 hours. Doctors 
pumped five medications called 
vasopressors into Belken’s body 
at the highest dose, constricting 
peripheral blood vessels to keep 
blood pumping to his heart and 
brain. Other organs started to 
fail. 

On the afternoon of March 8, Lt. 
William Danchenko, an oncology 
nurse-practitioner, approached 
family members in the waiting 
room. He thought this was it. 

“We need you now,” Danchen- 
ko told them. 

Barbara Skaggs, 39, rushed 
to the bedside of her only child. 
“Come back,” she begged. 

Belken was the victim of bad 
timing, said Lt. Cmdr. Edith 
Lederman, an infectious diseases 
specialist at the naval hospital. 

When a corpsman at the Ma- 
rine Corps Air Ground Combat 
Center in Twentynine Palms 
jabbed Belken’s arm 15 times to 
deliver the smallpox vaccine Jan. 
13, the young man felt fine. 

His answers to a standard set 
of health questions did not rule 
him out from getting the stan- 
dard regimen of vaccines for de- 
ploying to Iraq. So Belken got the 
smallpox shot, which delivers a 
live form of the virus vaccinia. 

Had the cancerous cells built 
up faster, officials would have 
seen the symptoms of leukemia

and exempted him from the vac- 
cine, Lederman said. Or, if he 
had gotten the vaccine several 
months earlier, she said, his im- 
mune system probably could 
have cleared the vaccinia without 
much trouble. 

“Tt’s a fluke, really,” Lederman 
said. 

More than 1.7 million service- 
members have been vaccinated 
against smallpox since 2002 be- 
cause of fears of a bioterrorism 
attack. 

About 200 servicemembers 
have developed complications as- 
sociated with the smallpox vac- 
cination that were serious enough 
to require hospitalization or ab- 
sence from work, according to Lt. 
Col. Patrick Garman of the Mili- 
tary Vaccine Agency. 

Most of these people recov- 
ered, but in one case in 2003, two 
expert panels concluded that a 
group of standard deployment 
vaccines, including the one for 
smallpox, probably contributed 
to the death of Army Specialist 
Rachel Lacy. 

That low rate of serious prob- 
lems is still high enough to keep 
public health officials from man- 
dating smallpox jabs for the gen- 
eral population, experts said. The 
disease has been eradicated as a 


natural infection since 1980. 

But because the military still 
thinks there is a credible threat 
of bioterrorism with smallpox, of- 
ficials remain committed to inoc- 
ulating servicemembers, said Dr. 
Michael Kilpatrick, who directs 
strategic communications for the 
Military Health System. 

Military officials said they are 
doing their best to reduce compli- 
cations by asking about pre-ex- 
isting conditions, but they can’t 
catch everything. 

Belken was one of the esti- 
mated 12,800 Americans a year 
who develop acute myelogenous 
leukemia. He just didn’t know it 
when he was vaccinated. 

After a blood test revealed the 
leukemia, on Jan. 28 he was ad- 
mitted to Naval Medical Center 
San Diego. 

Cmdr. Amy Reese, a staff oncol- 
ogist, felt she had to start chemo- 
therapy immediately, despite the 
blistering and slightly enlarged 
size of his vaccination site. 

“We know untreated leukemia 
is 100 percent fatal,” she said. 

Doctors said they don’t believe 
his vaccination triggered the leu- 
kemia. But his depleted immune 
system, crippled by the leukemia 
and chemotherapy, did appear to 
leave enough of an opening for 


the vaccinia to take hold. 

A colleague asked Lederman 
to take a look at Belken’s lesion 
because he knew she worked on 
pox viruses during a fellowship 
at the federal Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention. Af- 
terward, Lederman told Belken 
and family members she was 
very concerned. She suspected 
a spreading infection known as 
progressive vaccinia and was 
sending samples to the CDC. 

Lederman told the family it 
was a rare condition but poten- 
tially fatal. 

Belken asked evenly, “Can it be 
cured?” 

Yes, Lederman told him, but 
it probably would require some 
experimental treatments in ad- 
dition to the standard ones. She 
knew about a drug called ST-246 
that had been effective. 

Lederman secured special ap- 
proval from the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

With so many things haywire in 
Belken’s system, doctors hustled 
to figure out what was causing his 
crash. The main problem turned 
out to be a multiple-drug resistant 
bacterium called ‘“Pseudomo- 
nas aeruginosa.” It had invaded 
Belken’s bloodstream while his 
immune system was low. 
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Vaccinia infection puts 
boy’s life in jeopardy 


SAN DIEGO — A vaccinia 
infection nearly killed a 2- 
year-old Indiana boy in 2007 
who contracted the virus from 
his father, a recently vaccinat- 
ed servicemember. 

The boy, who was vulner- 
able because he had the skin 
condition eczema, developed 
vaccinia lesions over 50 per- 
cent of his body. He recovered 
after he received an experi- 
mental drug.

Tests for vaccinia did not show 
any in the blood or bone marrow, 
but Lederman acknowledged the 
infection might have had some 
effect. 

“Any time you have an infec- 
tion or multiple infections going 
on at the same time, you distract 
the immune system somewhat,” 
she said. 

The near-death experience left 
its mark on Belken. Surgeons had 
to amputate both legs below the 
knees. 

The vaccinia also spawned sat- 
ellite lesions. Lederman had to 
add another experimental drug 
known as CMX-001, which had 
never been tested on vaccinia 
patients. 

The young man required so 
many doses of Vaccinia Immune 
Globulin that the CDC has sug- 
gested re-evaluating how much 
is kept in the Strategic National 
Stockpile. Belken’s infection re- 
quired an amount originally esti- 
mated to treat 30 people. 

Belken has a long road to recov- 
ery, but he is making progress. 

After a four-month stay at the 
San Diego hospital, he was trans- 
ferred to a rehabilitation facility. 
With the help of a front-wheel 
walker, Belken can now go about 
50 feet on his new prosthetic legs 
without taking a break. 

He was also promoted to corpo- 
ral last week. 

Bone marrow tests lately have 
shown no evidence of leukemia, 
and Belken is eagerly preparing 
for a transplant.

WASHINGTON — Defense Department 
officials are debating whether to ignore an 
earlier promise and squelch the release of 
an investigation into a U.S. airstrike last 
month, out of fear its findings would fur- 
ther enrage the Afghan public, Pentagon 
officials told McClatchy on Monday.

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that destroyed the building. 

However, a senior defense official told 
McClatchy on Monday, “The decision 
(about what to release) is now in limbo.” 

Pentagon leaders are divided about 
whether releasing the report would re- 
flect a renewed push for openness and 
transparency about civilian casualties or 
whether it would only fan Afghan outrage 
and become a Taliban recruiting tool just 
as Army Gen. Stanley McChrystal takes 
command of U.S. forces in Afghanistan. 

Two U.S. military officials told Mc- 
Clatchy the video shows no one checked to 
see whether any women or children were 
in the building before it was bombed. The 
report acknowledges mistakes were made 
and U.S. forces didn’t always follow proper 


procedures, but it does little to reassure 
Afghans the U.S. has done enough to avoid 
repeating those mistakes. 

During his Senate confirmation hearing 
earlier this month, McChrystal promised 
to review U.S. tactics and what more could 
be done to minimize civilian casualties. 

The chief investigator has briefed De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates on the 
report, and other top defense officials, in- 
cluding Navy Adm. Michael Mullen, the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, are 
reviewing an unclassified version of it for 
possible release.

Tuesday that it is in the early stages of an op- 
eration targeting the country’s Taliban leader 
Baitullah Mehsud in a key stronghold of al- 
Qaida and other militants.

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Pakistani anti-Taliban protesters beat and burn an effigy of the top Pakistani commander of 
Taliban, Baitullah Mehsud, on Monday in Karachi, Pakistan.

Information Minister Qamar Zaman Kaira 
said the government is prepared to weather a 
fresh terrorism campaign if necessary. 

Mehsud, who is also accused of master- 


minding the 2007 assassination of former 
Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto — the wife 
of current President Asif Ali Zardari — is 
blamed for the string of suicide bombings and 
other attacks carried out in retaliation for the 
Swat operation. More than 100 people have 
died in the attacks since late May.

Virginia follows the federal prison sys- 
tem, as well as states including California, 
Texas, Michigan and Colorado, in institut- 
ing smoking bans in prisons.

“It’s money,” said Dave Ross, 
a trustee for the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, which 
represents pilot unions at six re- 
gional airlines. “If you can’t fly a 
pilot as long as you do today, then 
that increases your cost.” 

David Castelveter, a spokes- 
man for the Air Transportation 
Association, a trade association 
for the airline industry, declined 
to comment, saying it would be 
premature since no rule has yet 
been proposed. 

FAA regulations generally limit 
pilots to no more than 16 hours on 
duty and eight hours of scheduled 
flight time. Pilots must also have 
eight hours off between shifts.

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Thousands rally to support Iranian regime

TEHRAN, Iran — Thousands 
of pro-reform protesters marched 
Tuesday in a second straight day 
of large street demonstrations in 
the Iranian capital, defying the 
government after the clerical re- 
gime said it would recount some 
disputed ballots from the presi- 
dential election. 

Supreme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei called on Iranians to 
unite behind the cleric-led rul- 
ing system despite the rival dem- 
onstrations and street clashes, 
state television reported, and he 
said representatives of all four 
candidates should be present for 
any limited recount of disputed 
ballots. 

“In the elections, voters had 
different tendencies, but they 
equally believe in the ruling sys- 
tem and support the Islamic Re- 
public,” said Khamenei, who is 
Iran’s ultimate authority. 

The supporters of reformist 
candidate Mir Hossein Mousavi 
marched about the same time 
— but in a different location — as 
a state-organized rally that also 
drew thousands of people wav- 
ing flags and pictures of Iran’s 
supreme leader in an apparent 
attempt to reclaim the streets for 
the government. 

Following a demonstration of 
hundreds of thousands of Mousavi 
supporters on Monday, the regime 
issued tough restrictions on jour- 
nalists, barring foreign media 
from covering rallies in Tehran. 

Witnesses and amateur video 
showed a large column of Mousa- 
vi supporters walking peacefully 
along a central avenue in north 
Tehran. 

A witness told The Associated 
Press that the pro-Mousavi rally 
stretched more than a mile along 
Vali Asr avenue, from Vanak 
Square to the headquarters of 
Iranian state television. 

Security forces did not inter- 
fere, the witness said, and the 
protest lasted from about 5 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. Other witnesses told the 
AP that about 100 people were 
still protesting in front of state 
TV around 9:45 p.m. 

A correspondent for state-con- 
trolled Press TV correspondent 
said the crowd carried banners of 
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Mousavi, wore green headbands 
and covered their mouths in an 
apparent defense against tear gas. 
The clerical government ap- 
pears to be trying to defuse popu- 
lar anger and quash unrest by 
announcing the limited recount 
even as it cracks down on foreign 
media and shows its strength by 
calling supporters to the streets. 


“This nation will protect and 
defend its revolution in any way,” 
Gholam Ali Haddad Adel, a prom- 
inent lawmaker and supporter of 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad, told the pro-government crowd 
in Vali Asr Square. The people 
pumped their fists in the air and 
cheered in support, images on 
state-run television showed. 


Iranian state media said the 
government organized the rally 
to demand punishment for those 
who protested violently after 
Monday’s rally. Mousavi has said 
he won Friday’s balloting and has 
demanded the government annul 
Ahmadinejad’s victory and con- 
duct a new election. 

Khamenei said Monday the 


government would conduct an 
investigation into the election. 
The move seemed intended to 
calm protester anger but was 
followed by a rally of hundreds 
of thousands of people that pre- 
sented one of the greatest chal- 
lenges to Iran’s government since 
it took power in the 1979 Islamic 
Revolution.

Chip and PIN approach

very time you swipe your 

credit card and wait for the 

transaction to be approved, 

sensitive data including 
your name and account number are 
ferried from store to bank through 
computer networks, each step a po- 
tential opening for hackers. 

And while you may take steps to 
protect yourself against identity 
theft, an Associated Press investiga- 
tion has found the banks and other 
companies that handle your infor- 
mation are not being nearly as cau- 
tious as they could. 

The government leaves it to card 
companies to design security rules 
that protect the nation’s 50 billion an- 
nual transactions. Yet an examina- 
tion of those industry requirements 
explains why so many breaches 
occur: The rules are cursory at best 
and all but meaningless at worst, ac- 
cording to the AP’s analysis of data 
breaches dating to 2005. 

It means every time you pay with 
plastic, companies are gambling 
with your personal data. If hackers 
intercept your numbers, you’ll spend 
weeks straightening your mangled 
credit, though you can’t be held li- 
able for unauthorized charges. Even 
if your transaction isn’t hacked, 
you still lose: Merchants pass all 
the costs they incur from fraud to 
customers. 

More than 70 retailers and pay- 
ment processors have _ disclosed 
breaches since 2006, involving tens 
of millions of credit and debit card 
numbers, according to the Pri- 
vacy Rights Clearinghouse. Mean- 
while, many others likely have been 
breached and didn’t detect it. Even 
the companies that had the payment 
industry’s top rating for computer 
security, a seal of approval known as 
PCI compliance, have fallen victim 
to huge heists. 

Two PClI-certified companies, 
Heartland Payment Systems and 
RBS WorldPay Inc., were plundered 
by hackers. Heartland Systems lost 
card numbers, expiration dates and 
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of cards =“ 


other data for potentially hundreds 
of millions of shoppers. RBS World- 
Pay got taken for more than 1 mil- 
lion Social Security numbers. 

In 2006, the big card brands 
— Visa, MasterCard, American Ex- 
press, Discover and JCB Interna- 
tional — formed the Payment Card 
Industry Security Standards Coun- 
cil and created uniform security 
rules for merchants. 

Avivah Litan, a Gartner Inc. ana- 
lyst, says retailers and payment 
processors have spent more than $2 
billion on security upgrades to com- 
ply with PCI. And the payment in- 
dustry touts the fact that 93 percent 
of big retailers in the U.S., and 88 
percent of medium-sized ones, are 
compliant with the PCI rules. 

That leaves plenty of merchants 
out, of course, but the main threat 
against them is a fine: $25,000 for 
big retailers for each month they are 
not compliant, $5,000 for medium- 
sized ones. 

Computer security experts say 
the PCI guidelines are superficial, 
including requirements that stores 
run antivirus software and install 
computer firewalls. Those steps are 
designed to keep hackers out and 
customer data in. Yet tests that simu- 
late hacker attacks are required just 
once a year, and businesses can run 
the tests themselves. 

“Tt’s like going to a doctor and get- 
ting your blood pressure read, and if 
your blood pressure’s good you get a 
clean bill of health,” said Tom Kell- 
ermann, a former senior member of 
the World Bank’s Treasury security 
team and now vice president of se- 
curity awareness for Core Security 
Technologies. 

Merchants that decide to hire an 
outside auditor to check for compli- 
ance with the PCI rules need not 
spend much. Though some firms 
generally charge about $60,000 and 
take months to complete their in- 
spections, others are far cheaper 
and faster. 

And retailers with fewer than 6 
million annual card transactions 
— a group comprising more than 99 
percent of all retailers — do not even 


The U.S. could try a system like Europe's, 





where shoppers need a secret PIN code and card 
with a chip inside to complete purchases. The 
system, called Chip and PIN, has cut down on 
fraud there (because it’s harder to use counterfeit 
cards), but transferred it elsewhere — to places 
like the U.S. that don’t have as many safeguards. 


In-house inspectors 


need auditors. They can test and 
evaluate themselves. 

At the same time, the card com- 
panies themselves are increasingly 
hands-off. 

Two years ago, Visa scaled back its 
review of inspection records for the 
payment processors it works with. It 
now examines records only for pay- 
ment processors with computer net- 
works directly connected to Visa’s. 

Visa’s head of global data secu- 
rity, Eduardo Perez, said the com- 
pany scaled back its records review 
because it took too much work and 
because the PCI standards have 
improved the industry’s security 
“considerably.” 

“T think we’ve made a lot of prog- 
ress,” he said. “While there have 
been a few large compromises, there 
are many more compromises we 
feel we’ve helped prevent by driving 
these minimum requirements.” 

Representatives for MasterCard, 
American Express, Discover and 
JCB — which, along with Visa, 
steer PCI policy — either didn’t re- 
turn messages from the AP or di- 
rected questions to the PCI security 
council. 

PCI’s' general manager, Bob 
Russo, said inspector certification 
is “rigorous.” Yet he also acknowl- 
edged that inconsistent audits are a 
problem — and that merchants and 
payment processors who suffered 
data breaches possibly shouldn’t 
have been PCI-certified. 

A key reason PCI exists is that the 
banks and card brands don’t want the 
government regulating credit card 
security. These companies also want 
to be sure transactions keep hum- 
ming through the system — which is 
why banks and card companies are 
willing to put up with some fraud. 

“Tf they did mind, they have im- 
mense resources and could really 
change things,” said Ed Skoudis, 
co-founder of a security consultancy 
and an instructor with a computer- 
security training organization. “But 
they don’t want to strangle the goose 
that laid the golden egg by making it 
too hard to accept credit cards, be- 
cause that’s bad for everybody.”

Credit fraud

It took four months for Pamela La- 
Motte, 46, of Colchester, Vt., to fix the 
damage after two of her credit card 
accounts were tapped by hackers in 
a breach traced to a Hannaford Bros. 
grocery store. 

LaMotte, who was_ unemployed 
at the time, says she had to borrow 
money from her mother and boyfriend 
to pay $500 in overdraft and late fees 
— which were eventually refunded 
— while the banks investigated. 

“Maybe somebody who _ doesn’t 
live paycheck to paycheck, it wouldn’t 
matter to them too much, but for me 
it screwed me up in a major way,” she 
said. LaMotte says she pays more by 
cash and check now. 

It all happened at a supermarket 
chain that met the PCI standards. 
Someone installed malicious software 
on Hannaford’s servers that snatched 
customer data while it was being sent 
to the banks for approval.

Investors getting higher returns with TSP

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — Three months ago, some 
investors bolted from the stock 
market as the Dow Jones plum- 
meted to its lowest mark in more 
than a decade. 

But investors who sold their 
positions and kept their money 
on the sidelines are now poorer 
for it. 

As of mid-June, the Dow is up 
26 percent since what turned out 
to be the current recession’s rock- 
bottom so far — 6,547 on March 
9. 

Investment professionals warn 
against attempting to time the 
market’s peaks and valleys. A 
consistent plan will yield better 
results for the average investor, 
they say. 

However, actively managing 
a portfolio can produce better 
returns. 

Master Sgt. Phil Philbee of the 
374th Force Support Squadron 
didn’t catch the market’s floor 
— but he came close enough. 


“About two months ago, I kind 
of saw some of the shifting that 
was happening and I redirected 
my investments, not totally back 
over to the aggressive side, but a 
little bit that way,” Philbee said. 

During the past year, Philbee 
pulled out of international funds 
and individual stocks in favor of 
more diversified mutual funds 
and the military’s Thrift Savings 
Plan. 

Within the TSP and most re- 
tirement plans, investors can 
adjust the concentrations of their 
funds to match their comfort with 
risk. 

As a group, servicemembers 
tend to be conservative investors, 
according to TSP figures. The 
plan’s G Fund, comprising short- 
term U.S. government securities, 
is the default fund. 

It also is its most conservative 
fund and more than twice as pop- 
ular as the common stock C Fund 
in terms of total assets. 

There is no single answer on 
when and what to invest in be- 
cause goals differ, said Michael 
Spiltener, who coordinates free

Investors who consistently 
invest manageable amounts to 
reach their goals should gener- 
ally avoid abandoning their plans 
during recessions, he said. 

“Those who stuck to their plans 
and didn’t move their money have 
been buying cheaper shares,” 
Spiltener said. “Over 20 to 30 
years, the market tends to move 
in their favor.” 

While recent history has 
proven many stock market prog- 
nosticators wrong, there are sev- 
eral indicators of a looming stock 
market rally. 

Among the many factors, some 
of the most reliable indicators 
include positive monthly unem- 
ployment figures, a rise in home 
sales and new construction, and 
Federal Reserve interest rate 
cuts. 

Positive data for each of those 
indicators can signal a short-term 
rally, but without a consistent up- 
ward trend, rallies can fall flat.

Their performance is the most important 
reason why we lose only 11 percent of our 
wounded in Iraq and Afghanistan versus 
23 percent in Vietnam, despite the much 
more powerful munitions of today’s con- 
flicts. And they are critical to our training 
of medics in Afghanistan, and to winning 
hearts and minds among civilians there, 
and in dozens of countries where U.S. 
health diplomacy is being used to prevent 
crisis from becoming conflict. 

They are “strong to save,” but they are 
often exhausted, often injured, and almost 
always under stress. Most are young, from 
single-parent homes. Few were the teach- 
er’s petin school. Some have made mistakes 
before they enlisted, and a few have made 
mistakes since, which has contributed to 
post-traumatic stress disorder in some of 
them, putting them at risk of suicide. 

Some things we know for certain: Suicide 
and other mistakes are often triggered by 
a breakup. So if they ever needed anyone, 
they need you now. You — and the military 
— are all that some of them have. So even 
as you hurry to marry before he or she de- 
ploys, commit that you will not leave your 
medic stranded. Let the wedding bells 
tell them they are part of a community in 
which they have a future, a future in which 
you, and we, will help him be the soldier or 
sailor — the healer, the leader — he hopes 
to be. Then, when people ask, “Where do 
we get such men and women?” you can an- 
swer, “From me.” 

You danced to Ben E. King’s song, and 
with a lot of commitment and a little luck 
you can dance to it for decades, at midnight

Strive to achieve Bernanke ‘balance’

he economy has shown sparks of life 
lately. ... Amid the encouraging read- 


ings, though, there are rumblings of 
bigger problems to come — problems ex- 
acerbated by Washington’s response to the 
recession. Noting the rapid debt increases 
caused by budget deficits, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke warned the 
House Budget Committee that the country 
needs to “begin planning now for the resto- 
ration of fiscal balance” if it hopes to main- 
tain the confidence of financial markets. 

It makes sense to try to stimulate the 
economy with deficit spending during a 
downturn. ... The question today, though, 
is whether it’s time for the feds to shift 
their focus from stimulus to restraint. At

the very least, the administration and Con- 
gress should be laying the groundwork for 
the change in approach. But the steps they 
took last week ... just aren’t credible. 

The House Appropriations Committee 
released its spending road map for the fis- 
cal year that starts in October, calling for a 
7A percent increase over fiscal 2009 — or 
more, if the full cost of the war effort is 
included. Defenders say the real problem 
isn’t in the discretionary programs con- 
trolled by the appropriators but in entitle- 
ments and war-related expenses. But fiscal 
discipline means making choices about the 
smaller stuff too. The same day, President 
Barack Obama called on Congress to pass 
“pay-go” legislation that would require new 
tax cuts or entitlement increases to be off- 


set by tax increases or entitlement cuts. A 
true pay-go rule might help curb the worst 
instincts of lawmakers, but the one Obama 
backed is so riddled with exceptions, it’s 
practically worthless. ... 

The risk posed by the growing debt load 
isn’t that the United States will default, but 
that its lenders will lose confidence in its 
ability to repay. ... Recent comments by 
Chinese, Japanese and Russian officials 
hint at a growing global unease about 
Washington’s ability to get its fiscal house 
in order. This is a long-term problem; in 
the near term, there’s the danger that ex- 
cessive and prolonged stimulus will lead to 
another economic bubble. ... For all these 
reasons, Washington needs to heed Ber- 
nanke’s warning.

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TARP might not cover Obama’s maneuvers

ationalizing General Mo- 

| \ tors, and part of Chrysler, 

may or may not turn out to 

be a good deal for the taxpayers. I 

have a different concern, though: 
Was it constitutional? 

With hundreds of thousands of 
jobs on the line, this may seem a 
churlish question. Then again, the 
temptation to bend the rules of 
democracy is always greatest in a 
crisis. It wasn’t so long ago that a 
president claimed the power to do 
questionable things ... because 
the country faced a crisis. 

Bailing out Detroit is not in the 
same category. ... Still, a presi- 
dential decision to federalize a 
vast sector of the U.S. economy af- 
fects the country’s vital interests 
and, potentially, the rights of its 
citizens. Such an extraordinary 
measure should rest on the firm- 
est possible foundation of demo- 
cratic legitimacy. Does President 
Barack Obama’s rescue of GM 
and Chrysler meet the test? 

The classic statement on such 
matters comes from Supreme 
Court Justice Robert H. Jackson’s 
opinion in a case about another 
crisis-driven assertion of ex- 
ecutive power: President Harry 
Truman’s seizure of steel mills in 
1952. Truman wanted to prevent a 
strike during the Korean War; the 
court blocked him. In Jackson’s 
analysis, the president’s power is 
at its “maximum” when he “acts 
pursuant to an express or implied 
authorization of Congress.” The 


Obama administration argues 
that it has such authority today, 
under the Emergency Economic 
Stabilization Act of Oct. 3. This 
law established the $700 billion 
Troubled Assets Relief Program 
(TARP), the source of the $30 bil- 
lion the administration pumped 
into GM as well as the $8 billion it 
has committed to Chrysler. 

The only problem is that the law 
doesn’t give “express” authority 
to buy a car company. At the time 
Congress approved TARP — 
grudgingly — everyone assumed 
it was to buy up Wall Street’s 
toxic mortgage-backed securi- 
ties, which are the only class of 
assets named in the law. (The law 
did contemplate other, unspeci- 
fied asset purchases.) The statute 
says that “financial institutions” 
— defined as banks, savings as- 
sociations, credit unions, security 
broker-dealers and insurance 
companies — can get aid. 

What about “implicit” author- 
ity? The law says its definition 
of financial institutions is “not 
limited to” banks. The Obama 
administration emphasized this 
point to the Supreme Court in a 
memorandum defending its ac- 
tions against Indiana pension 
funds that hold Chrysler bonds. 
And GM and Chrysler do finance 
dealer inventories and consumer 
purchases, a bank-like function. 

But if Congress meant TARP 
for the auto companies, then why 
did it leave them off the law’s list 
of “financial institutions”? Why 
did it spend much of December 
trying — and failing — to pass a 


separate auto bailout? In its court 
filing, the Obama administration 
insists that Treasury’s interpre- 
tation of the law’s “ambiguous” 
definition is “entitled to judicial 
deference.” In other words, if 
Treasury wants to call a car com- 
pany a bank for the sake of the 
economy, the courts should let it. 

Yes, the law’s purpose was to 
“restore liquidity and stability to 
the financial system of the Unit- 
ed States,” and saving GM and 
Chrysler might do that. But the 
administration comes dangerous- 
ly close to reading “by any means 
necessary” into the law. 

So were the Indiana pension 
funds right? Not quite. It’s true 
that, according to Jackson, exec- 
utive power is “at its lowest ebb” 
when the president’s action is “in- 
compatible with the expressed or 
implied will of Congress.” But, 
even if the GM-Chrysler deal 
doesn’t fit the language of the 
law, it’s not necessarily “incom- 
patible” with Congress’ will. 

Indeed, when the auto com- 
panies began collapsing in De- 
cember, Democratic leaders in 
Congress urged the Bush admin- 
istration to save them with TARP 
money. Though they duly but- 
tressed this demand with a legal 
opinion from none other than the 
acting comptroller general, basi- 
cally it was opportunistic: House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi preferred 
to use TARP rather than the 
Bush administration’s choice: 
previously authorized energy-ef- 
ficiency loans. Still, with its pro- 
posal going nowhere in Congress, 
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a presidential transition at hand 
and Detroit tanking, the Bush ad- 
ministration relented; it released 
$17.4 billion from TARP loans 
to GM and Chrysler. This set a 
precedent for Obama, which the 
Democratic Congress has cheer- 
fully allowed to stand. 

A political veteran as well as 
a constitutional scholar, Jackson 
anticipated situations like this. 
He described “a zone of twilight” 
in which “the President acts in 
absence of either a congressio- 
nal grant or denial of authority” 
because “congressional inertia, 
indifference or quiescence may 
sometimes, at least, as a practical 
matter, enable, if not invite, mea- 
sures on independent presidential 
responsibility.” In other words, 
sometimes the president can 
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get away with stretching his au- 
thority because Congress would 
rather not be held accountable for 
formally defining it. 

The GM-Chrysler deals ap- 
pear to be such an instance. But 
the constitutional ambiguity sur- 
rounding this use of TARP may 
prove tolerable only as long as the 
policy itself is. If GM and Chrys- 
ler start gobbling up even more 
funds — or if additional nonfi- 
nancial companies get bailouts — 
more Americans might question 
the president’s power to select 
certain firms for federal rescue. 
Fortunately, the TARP statute ex- 
pires at the end of this year. Let’s 
hope the next version is a little 
less open to interpretation.

If ‘zombie’ Gingrich takes reins, GOP could be dead

t this point in the recession, you’ve 

probably become familiar with the 

term “zombie bank,” a financial 
institution that can continue operating, 
thanks to government support, even though 
its debts outweigh its assets. Now it’s time 
to add a related descriptor to our public 
discourse: “zombie politician.” The term 
describes a political figure whose electoral 
worth is less than zero and whose ideas are 
bankrupt, but who can continue to offer po- 
litical guidance because he’s kept on life- 
support by media-generated oxygen. 

Or if you prefer a shorter definition of a 
zombie pol, try this one: Newt Gingrich. 

Gingrich’s political career flat-lined a 
decade ago when he resigned as speaker of 
the House under a cloud of dishonor, dis- 
grace and corruption. Yet the dead man 
again walks among us. Flip on a cable 
news show, a Sunday talkfest or C-SPAN, 
or crack open a major newspaper, and Gin- 
grich is seemingly everywhere, positioned 
as no less than the leading opposition fig- 
ure to President Barack Obama. 

Strange, because the Republican Party 
certainly didn’t elect him to this position. 
Indeed, some of today’s top GOP lead- 
ers — among them Sen. Lindsey Graham 
and House Minority Leader John Boehner 
— were among the Republicans whose dis- 
illusionment with Gingrich ... in fall 1998 
left him little choice but to resign his post. 

That’s right. Gingrich was swept off the 
scene not by Democrats but by the very 
same GOP he now would love to lead. By 
overplaying the Monica Lewinsky scandal, 
Gingrich so mismanaged the political mo- 
ment that his party actually lost five House 
seats in the 1998 election — the worst mid- 


term outcome in nearly a century for a 
party not holding the White House. This 
catastrophe came in the wake of a tsunami 
of national disgust after Gingrich effec- 
tively shut down the federal government 
in a budget dispute, telling reporters that 
he was playing hardball with President 
Bill Clinton in part because of having been 
“snubbed” on Air Force One, where he was 
assigned a Seat at the rear of the plane. 
Gingrich had to pay a $300,000 fine after 
his colleagues in the House voted to repri- 
mand him for ethics violations. And then 
there was the small matter of the congress- 
man’s $4.5 million book advance from 
Rupert Murdoch, whose corporation had 
several pieces of business pending before 
the House over which Gingrich presided. 
As speaker, he railed against Clinton’s 
immoral behavior, but then it became pub- 


lic that Gingrich had handed his wife a 
divorce ultimatum in 1981 while she was 
in the hospital recovering from cancer sur- 
gery (an illness Gingrich shamelessly ex- 
ploited during his 1978 House campaign). 
Published reports at the time said his ex- 
wife had to depend on church donations be- 
cause Gingrich wouldn’t provide adequate 
support for her and his daughters. 

Six months after that first divorce, he re- 
married, until an affair he was having with 
an aide 23 years his junior led to another 
divorce. Gingrich was carrying on with his 
aide, he later confessed, at the same time he 
was pushing for Clinton’s impeachment. 

After his forced resignation in Novem- 
ber 1998, Gingrich disappeared into a 
little-noticed think tank he founded for 
himself. But now, like the living dead, he is 
back. And his deeply polarizing and frank- 


ly fringe rhetoric is unchanged. ... 

The good news: Gingrich is never again, 
I’d bet cash money, going to hold elected 
national office. He is a dead man talking. 
The bad news (at least for Republicans): 
He’s acting like he’s already been elected. 

It’s not really surprising that the leader- 
ship vacuum in the ... Republican Party 
should be filled so quickly by a profes- 
sional blowhard such as Gingrich. Pomp- 
ous self-promotion is his specialty — even 
in his political afterlife. Nor can we really 
blame the media for his untimely resur- 
rection. Which news director in his or her 
right mind wouldn’t focus the cameras on a 
walking, talking zombie? What a show!

Pine: NASCAR opened its doors to 

Toyota, the first foreign automak- 

er to enter a sport built around American 
cars. 

Competitors feared that a deep-pocketed 
company with its free spending and techno- 
logical savvy would run wild over the loyal 
supporters of Detroit’s Big Three manu- 
facturers. Longtime fans simply couldn’t 
stomach a Japanese car racing side by side 
against their red, white and blue models. 

It’s now been five years since Toyota 
eased into NASCAR in the third-tier Truck 
Series — three since the automaker gradu- 
ated into the premier Sprint Cup Series — 
and a foreign brand didn’t bring the sport 
to a halt. Nor did it ruin the racing. If any- 
thing, its improved both the competition 
and overall health of the industry. 

Now, NASCAR says it is willing to con- 
sider other foreign automakers. 

BMW, Honda, Hyundai, Nissan, and 
Mercedes-Benz all have manufacturing 
plants inside the U.S. — the same criteria 
Toyota met when NASCAR accepted the 
automaker into NASCAR in 2002 — and 
Volkswagen is building a facility in Ten- 
nessee. Any of those manufacturers can 
approach NASCAR about coming on board, 
and chairman Brian France is apparently 
willing to listen. 

“We’re the pre-eminent place in North 
America for car manufacturers to build 
their business with an auto racing group,” 
France said before Sunday’s race. “We re- 
main that and clearly there’s some compa- 
nies that are going to look at opportunities 
that may not have even been there in the 
past that could be presented in the future.” 

That his comments came at Michigan In- 
ternational Speedway — a short drive from 
the home offices of Ford, GM and Dodge 
— probably didn’t sit well with those in 
NASCAR. 

But on what grounds can any American 
automakers object to NASCAR allowing 
more manufacturers into the sport? Chrys- 
ler and GM are in Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection, and the restructuring plans 
have led to cutbacks in each auto racing 
budget. 

Dodge flagship owner Roger Penske 
says it’s been business as usual for his 
team since Chrysler’s filing. But Richard 
Petty Motorsports cut salaries across the 
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Cartos Osorio/AP

board and laid off at least nine employees 
last week as it prepares for significant 
shortfalls in Dodge funding. 

Then came GM’s decision late last week 
to end its support of teams in the lower-tier 
Nationwide and Truck Series, a cutback 
that slashes the bottom lines at race teams 
owned by Dale Earnhardt Jr., Kevin Har- 
vick and every organization not run by a 
big-time NASCAR star. The pullout leaves 
Toyota as the only manufacturer support- 
ing teams in either of those series. 

But GM’s cost-cutting could also reach 
the Cup series as early as this week, and 
every Chevrolet-supported team has got to 
be on edge as owners wonder just how much 
cash might vanish from the 2009 budget. 

Never mind the flashes of muscle shown 
by Toyota the past year, Chevrolet is still 
the top player in NASCAR with great 
success spread among a diverse lineup 
of teams and drivers. Chevy teams have 
won 13 of the last 16 Cup titles, and Mark 


Martin’s victory Sunday was its eighth in 
15 races this season. 

There were 14 Chevy’s in the 43-car field 
Sunday, and six of the 12 drivers currently 
qualified for the Chase for the champion- 
ship are GM-supported. If that money 
dries up, particularly before the end of the 
season, it will have wide-ranging effects on 
the competition. 

There would be no way for Richard Chil- 
dress Racing to revive its slumping pro- 
gram before the end of the year, and Juan 
Pablo Montoya would have an extremely 
difficult time making his first Chase. Tony 
Stewart’s bid to become the first driver/ 
owner to win a championship since the late 
Alan Kulwicki would become much hard- 
er, and many longtime loyalties to Chevro- 
let could be tested. 

So why shouldn’t NASCAR let more 
manufacturers into the sport? Two of the 
three current participants are struggling 
to pay the bills, and Ford isn’t exactly on 


stable ground. Even mighty Toyota has 
taken a hit this year, and as the only player 
in Nationwide and Trucks, the company 
will likely have to reconsider spending 
money on those series. 

France needs to make decisions based 
on the long-term health of the industry, 
and worrying about rankling fans who 
only buy American can’t be a consider- 
ation. With sponsorship opportunities 
dwindling, many teams are hanging on 
by a thread. They need money and they 
need manufacturer support, and without 
it, they'll eventually vanish from the NAS- 
CAR landscape. 

The automakers’ current economic woes 
will eventually jeopardize everything a 
NASCAR fan wants: full fields, competi- 
tive racing and exciting drivers to cheer 
every weekend. By opening the industry to 
more foreign automakers, NASCAR could 
take a significant step toward stabilizing 
the future of the sport. 


Hansbrough ready for NBA speculation to be over

SALT LAKE CITY — Tyler 
Hansbrough has heard the specu- 
lation about where he’ll go in the 
NBA Draft. 

He’s a little curious, himself. 

Hansbrough is making a pre- 
draft tour, working out for NBA 
teams and trying to validate a ré- 
sumé that includes college player 
of the year in 2008 and a national 
championship this season. 

“Tt’s a lot of speculation right 
now,” Hansbrough said Monday 
after working out for the Utah 
Jazz. “You really don’t know who 
to believe. We’ll just have to wait 
and see what happens.” 

Fortunately for Hansbrough, 


the waiting is almost over. Less 
than two weeks remain before the 
draft June 25, when Hansbrough 
will learn which draft prediction 
was right. 

Although he set the Atlantic 
Coast Conference career scor- 
ing record in four years at North 
Carolina, he has been projected 
to go anywhere in the first round 
— from early to late — or possibly 
even in the second round. 

“It’s tough, but you have to 
understand that’s the way it is,” 
Hansbrough said. “T’ll continue 
to work out for teams and see 
what happens. I’m more athletic 
than a lot of people think I am. A 
lot of people see me as just a hard 
worker, but I do a little more than 
work hard.” 


The Jazz liked what they saw 
from Hansbrough, but have no 
idea whether he will still be avail- 
able when they come up in the 
first round with the 20th overall 
pick. 

Coach Jerry Sloan loves play- 
ers who work hard and was im- 
pressed by Hansbrough, who 
worked out with a group that in- 
cluded Arizona State forward Jeff 
Pendergraph and Taj Gibson of 
Southern California. 

“They knocked and banged 
around,” said Sloan, who is still 
recovering from having his right 
knee replaced a few days after 
the season ended. 

Sloan, who normally spends 
this time working on his farm in 
southern Illinois, said he’s been 


stuck at home for the past week 
and was happy to finally get out 
and back to work. 

He said blood clots after the 
operation April 30 set back his 
recovery, but he should be ready 
to go for his 22nd season with the 
JAZZ. 

“It’s been tough but that’s what 
I expected,” Sloan said. “I’m a lot 
better than I was and I’m pretty 
happy about that, but I’m disap- 
pointed from the standpoint that 
I’m a couple weeks behind.” 

Sloan was clearly happy to be 
back at the gym, getting a look at 
who could be in his next rookie 
class. He’s also still waiting to 
hear which veterans are coming 
back as forward Carlos Boozer, 
center Mehmet Okur and forward 


Kyle Korver decide whether to 
opt out of the final year of their 
contracts. 

The Jazz aren’t likely to know 
before the draft. 

If Hansbrough is still available, 
his reputation for a staunch work 
ethic could make him an early fa- 
vorite with Sloan. 

“Guys that are willing to work 
always get better. That’s a huge 
thing in this business,’ Sloan 
said. “That’s what you look for be- 
cause it gives your team a chance 
to be competitive. Guys that real- 
ly want to play and want to make 
themselves better can do that 
through hard work.”

— LSU is bring- 
ing back memories of its pow- 
erful and storied teams of the 
1990s, thriving on the long ball 
and romping through the College 
World Series. 

Mikie Mahtook, Austin Nola 
and Blake Dean hit home runs 
Monday night to keep the Tigers 
unbeaten at the College World 
Series with a 9-1 victory over 
Arkansas. 

“You saw what we’re capable of 
doing,” coach Paul Mainieri said. 
“When we’re clicking, it can be a 
pretty good offense 1 through 9.” 

The No. 3-seeded Tigers (53- 
16) were clicking against their 
Southeastern Conference rivals, 
winning their 12th straight game 
to take control of Bracket 2. They 
get three days off before playing 
the Razorbacks or Virginia on 
Friday.

Texas slumps, 
loses ground 
in West with 
top slugger out

ARLINGTON, Texas 
hat hole in the middle 
of the Texas lineup is 
getting harder to ig- 
nore, no matter how 

much the AL West-leading Rang- 
ers insist they can win without in- 
jured slugger Josh Hamilton. 

While the Rangers have 
reached mid-June as the divi- 
sion leader for the first time in 10 
years, their hitters are slumping 
and their lead shrinking. 

“It’s not that we’re downplay- 
ing missing Josh. We’re a good 
team without him, we’re a good 
team with him,” Ian Kinsler said. 
“We have won without him and 
we need to continue doing that 
until he gets healthy. We can’t sit 
around and blame our offensive 
woes on that.” 

But their June swoon does di- 
rectly correspond with Hamil- 
ton’s second trip to the disabled 
list this season. The center fielder 
who bats third last played May 31. 
He is recovering from surgery 
last week to repair a tear in his 
abdominal muscle and expected 
to be out another month. 

Before a day off Monday, Texas 
was 2-4 on its current homestand 
and hit .197 with 14 runs in that 
stretch against Toronto and the 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 

The Rangers (35-27) were held 
to one run twice and scoreless 
another game. The Los Angeles 
Angels have moved within 2!/2 
games, the slimmest margin in 
three weeks. 

“We’re not panicking when it 
comes to our offense,” Michael 
Young said. “We know we’ll make 
adjustments. ... We’ll get there. 
We’re confident. It’s a matter of 
time.” 

The last time the Rangers led 
the division in mid-June was 
1999, the season they won the 
last of their three AL West titles. 
They were 7!/2 games back by this 
point a year ago, and a whopping

28 games behind in 2001. 

There are 100 regular season 
games left, and things are out 
of whack for a team long known 
for potent offense and miserable 
pitching. 

Rangers pitchers had a string of 
24 consecutive scoreless innings 
last week, including back-to-back 
shutout victories at home for the 
first time in 29 seasons. But they 
won one of those by the smallest 
possible margin, 1-0 when they 
scored on a sacrifice fly. 

Texas is hitting only .223 with 
39 runs and a 5-7 record so far in 
June. 

“Everybody kind of needs to 
take it upon themselves to try to 
be a leader and make something 
happen,” outfielder David Mur- 
phy said. 

That has been a struggle late- 


ly for several of the everyday 
players. 

Kinsler, the leadoff hitter 
whose torrid start included a 6- 
for-6 game with a cycle April 15 
that had him third in the majors 
with a .474 batting average, has 
dipped all the way to .260. He was 
4-for-33 the last eight games. 

Young was in an _ 0-for-17 
slump, two at-bats short of the 
longest drought in his career that 
includes five 200-hit seasons, 
before an RBI single on Friday 
night. While still hitting .316 
overall, he is 3-for-24 (.125) dur- 
ing the homestand. 

Andruw Jones, whose playing 
time has increased with Hamil- 
ton out, also had an 0-for-17 skid 
before hitting two home runs this 
weekend against the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. (Add a homer Jones hit 


in a spring training game against 
the Dodgers and he has three in 
three games against them this 
year, after three homers in 75 
games for them last season.) 

Since nine homers in a15-game 
stretch, Nelson Cruz is 6-for-33 
with one homer the past nine 
games. He had three of those hits 
in one game. 

Chris Davis has hit .303 (10- 
for-33) the past 10 games, but the 
23-year-old first baseman is hit- 
ting .208 overall and on a record 
strikeout pace. His majors-high 
92 strikeouts in 59 games includes 
22 Ks his last 13 home games. 

“We’re all confident,” Kinsler 
insists. “We know we’re capable. 
We’ve just got to move on.” 

The Rangers did go 9-4 when 
Hamilton missed 13 games earli- 
er this season with a strained rib- 





cage muscle after crashing into 
an outfield wall while making a 
catch. He got hurt again when he 
ran into another wall making an- 
other catch less than a week after 
returning from the first DL stint. 

Hamilton, who hit .304 with 32 
homers and an AL-high 130 RBIs 
last season, was hitting .240 with 
six homers and 24 RBIs in 35 
games when he got hurt again. 
But the Rangers depend on him 
for more than just his bat. 

“There are some intangibles 
that come with him being on the 
field, whether it’s leadership or 
defense, base running,’ Murphy 
said. “He brings so much to our 
team and so much to the game 
that we’re easily a better team 
with him on the field and with 
him in the lineup.”

CLEVELAND — The Milwau- 
kee Brewers rebounded from a 
miserable homestand to outslug 
the Cleveland Indians in the open- 
er of their interleague series. 

Prince Fielder’s first career 
grand slam sparked a six-run 
eighth inning and the Brewers 
rallied to beat the Indians 14-12 
on Monday night. Ryan Braun 
also homered and drove in five 
runs for the NL Central-leading 
Brewers. 

Milwaukee bounced back from 
a 1-5 homestand during which it 
scored two runs or fewer in three 
of the six games. 

“That’s how it is, you don’t 
score at home and then we get 
14 tonight,” Fielder said. “That’s 
why this game is so fun and chal- 
lenging. You never know what’s 
going to happen.” 

Milwaukee trailed most of the 
night and was down 12-8 entering 
the eighth. 

“Anything is possible in this 
game, especially in the American 
League, when you have a DH in 
the lineup instead of a pitcher,” 
Braun said. “It’s definitely a lot of 
fun. Different baseball than we’re 
used to playing. It’s a big win for 
us, no question.” 

Milwaukee sent 11 batters to 
the plate in the inning, taking 
advantage when Cleveland re- 
lievers Luis Vizcaino and Matt 
Herges walked the bases loaded 
for Braun and Fielder. 

Cleveland pitchers issued 
seven walks, giving them a major 
league-high 261 this season. Greg 
Aquino, Vizcaino, Herges and 
Perez combined to allow eight 
runs, six hits and six walks in 21/3 
innings. 


“The walks have hurt us and 
they hurt us again,” Indians man- 
ager Eric Wedge said. “We had 
a really bad night on the mound. 
It was multiple people and when 
you do that, it’s tough to win 
ballgames.” 

Rafael Perez (1-2) replaced 
Herges after Braun’s infield sin- 
gle cut Cleveland’s lead to 12-9. 

Fielder hit Perez’s first pitch 
into the seats in right-center field 
for his 16th homer and the 130th 
of his career — but it was his first 
slam. 

“It was cool, a good feeling. 
I’m happy we came out on top,” 
Fielder said. “I was just trying 
to get a pitch I could drive up the 
middle.” 

Craig Counsell, Casey McGe- 
hee and Braun, the first three bat- 
ters in Milwaukee’s order, went a 
combined 7-for-13 and scored 10 
times. 

Todd Coffey (2-1) pitched 11/3 
scoreless innings to pick up the 
win and Trevor Hoffman got 
three outs for his 16th save. Mil- 
waukee won its fifth straight over 
the Indians in interleague play on 
a night both teams recorded sea- 
son-highs for runs allowed. 

“We were pretty much out of 
it a couple of times, but the guys 
didn’t quit,” Brewers manager 
Ken Macha said. “We still had a 
lot of fight left in the dog.” 

Victor Martinez, Shin-Soo 
Choo, Mark DeRosa and Travis 
Hafner homered for Cleveland. 

Milwaukee’s comeback over- 
shadowed another difficult outing 
for Dave Bush, who was charged 
with eight runs in 3'/3 innings, his 
shortest outing of the season. 

Bush allowed two of Cleve- 
land’s four homers, giving him 17 


for the season and tying him with 
Philadelphia’s Brett Myers for the 
most allowed in the majors. 

Bush, who hasn’t won since 
May 19, is 0-4 with an 8.64 ERA 
in his last five starts. 

Cleveland starter Carl Pavano 
struggled again, allowing six 
runs in five innings. In two starts 
since his shutout against the Chi- 
cago White Sox on June 5, he has 
allowed 15 runs and 20 hits in 92/3 
innings. 

Angels 9, Giants 7: At San 
Francisco, Erick Aybar and 
Bobby Abreu hit back-to-back 
homers, John Lackey ended a 
four-start winless stretch and 
the Angels earned their fourth 
straight victory.

Villarreal before the 2007-8 
season. 
Stallworth gets 30 days 


for pedestrian’s death 


MIAMI — Cleveland Browns 
wide receiver Donte’ Stallworth 
took full responsibility for killing 
a pedestrian while driving drunk 
in Florida and began serving a 
30-day jail sentence Tuesday 
after he pleaded guilty to DUI 
manslaughter. 

Stallworth also reached a con- 
fidential financial settlement to 
avoid a potential lawsuit from 
the family of 59-year-old Mario 
Reyes, according to Stallworth at- 
torney Christopher Lyons. Reyes 
was struck and killed March 14 
by Stallworth, who was driving 
his black 2005 Bentley after a 
night drinking at a hotel bar. 

Stallworth, 28, told Miami- 
Dade Circuit Judge Dennis Mur- 
phy that he hopes to get involved 
in drunken driving education 
programs. 

Stallworth faced 15 years in 
prison. After his release from jail, 
Stallworth must serve two years 
of house arrest and spend eight 
years on probation. 

The NFL has said it will review 
the matter for possible disciplin- 
ary action. Lyons said the plea 
agreement will allow Stallworth 
to resume his football career. 

Stallworth also must undergo 
drug and alcohol testing, will have 
a lifetime driver’s license suspen- 
sion and must perform 1,000 hours 
of community service. Lyons said 
after five years, Stallworth could 
win approval for limited driving 
such as for employment. 


NASCAR says Mayfield expert 
lied about qualifications 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. — An ex- 
pert witness for suspended driver 
Jeremy Mayfield does not have 
the medical degrees or certifi- 
cations he listed in his qualifica- 


tions, NASCAR alleged Tuesday. 

In a motion filed in U.S. District 
Court, NASCAR asked that Dr. 
Harvey MacFenerstein’s sworn 
affidavit be dismissed from May- 
field’s lawsuit because the expert 
falsely represented himself on six 
counts. MacFenerstein is presi- 
dent of Analytical Toxicology 
Corp., a drug-testing laboratory 
in San Antonio, Texas. 

Attorneys for Mayfield filed a 
sworn affidavit from MacFener- 
stein that said NASCAR’s drug- 
testing program is flawed and 
does not meet federal workplace 
guidelines. His findings were the 
basis of Mayfield’s May 29 argu- 
ment that his indefinite suspen- 
sion for a failed drug test should 
be lifted. 

Mayfield was suspended May 
9 for failing a random drug 
test collected eight days ear- 
lier. NASCAR has not identified 
the substance he tested positive 
for, but described it in court as 
a “a dangerous, illegal, banned 
substance.” 

Among MacFenerstein’s listed 
qualifications in the affidavit are 
claims that he has a bachelor of 
science degree in medical tech- 
nology from “Mid Western State 
University of Texas”; he obtained 
a medical doctor degree in clini- 
cal pathology from CETED Uni- 
versity in Mexico; he is certified 
as a Medical Review Officer, and 
has membership and certification 
from two clinical agencies. 

But NASCAR submitted six af- 
fidavits Tuesday refuting each of 
his claims. 


Judge stops Coyotes sale, 
move to Canada 


GLENDALE, Ariz. — Profes- 
sional hockey will live on in the 
desert, at least for a while. 

Billionaire Jim Balsillie has 
failed in his bid to have a bank- 
ruptcy court judge order the 
Phoenix Coyotes sold to him and, 
over the NHL’s objection, moved 
to Hamilton, Ontario. 

His downfall was his self-im- 
posed June 29 deadline for com- 
pleting the deal. 

Redfield T. Baum, chief judge 
of the U.S. Bankruptcy Court in 
Phoenix, issued a 21-page ruling 
Monday concluding there was no 
way the complex case could be 
resolved by then. 

“Simply put, the court does not 
think there is sufficient time (14 
days) for all of these issues to be 
fairly presented to the court given 
that deadline,” the judge wrote. 

The NHL has said it would re- 
locate the team if no suitable own- 
ership in Arizona is found. 

The Coyotes have lost more 
than $300 million since moving 
from Winnipeg, Manitoba, in 
1996. 


Wie, Gulbis fail to qualify 
for U.S. Women’s Open 


ROCKVILLE, Md. — Michelle 
Wie has failed to qualify for the 
U.S. Women’s Open. 

Wie shot a 74 in the second 
round of qualifying Monday, and 
missed by one shot. 

The 19-year-old from Hawaii 
was competing for one of 30 
spots at Woodmont Country Club, 
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where most LPGA Tour play- 
ers went the day after the LPGA 
Championship. 

Wie has played in the U.S. 
Women’s Open every year since 
she was 13. She had to qualify last 
year and then missed the cut at 
Interlachen. 

Also failing to qualify were 
Natalie Gulbis and 18-year-old 
rookie Vicky Hurst. 


Raiders sign DE Ellis 


ALAMEDA, Calif. — The Oak- 
land Raiders signed defensive end 
Greg Ellis on Monday night, ac- 
quiring a veteran presence as they 
work to upgrade their defense. 

The 6-foot-6, 262-pound Ellis, 
who turns 34 on Aug. 14, was re- 
leased earlier this month by the 
Dallas Cowboys — his team for all 
11 of his NFL seasons. The sides 
completed the deal late Monday 
when he signed the contract, 
Raiders CEO Amy Trask said. 

Ellis has 77 career sacks, in- 
cluding a career-best 12!/2 in 2007 
for the Cowboys. 


NCAA allows FSU to release

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — The 
NCAA is allowing Florida State 
to release a version of its letter 
to the school on a disciplinary 
case resulting from an academic 
cheating scandal.

The school must first retype it 
and redact names. 

The letter, which the school 
says could be released Wednes- 
day, details the NCAA’s response 
to Florida State’s appeal of sanc- 
tions resulting from the scandal.

That would seriously 
hurt Bobby Bowden’s bid to be- 
come college football’s all-time 
winningest coach. 


Texas Rangers lay off 
several front office staff 


ARLINGTON, Texas — The 
Texas Rangers have cut several 
staff members from their front of- 
fice about two weeks after owner 
Tom Hicks said he was exploring 
a Sale of the team. 

Rangers spokesman John Blake 
said Tuesday the cuts amounted 
to less than 10 percent of the 
staff. He said the possible sale of 
the team was among several fac- 
tors that led to the layoffs. Before 
the cuts, the Rangers had about 
275 employees, excluding onfield 
personnel. 


Former major leaguer Hall 
convicted in sex case 
FORT WORTH, Texas — For- 
mer major league outfielder Mel 
Hall has been convicted of sexu- 
ally assaulting a 12-year-old girl 
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he coached on an elite basketball 
team a decade ago. 

A Tarrant County jury took 
about 90 minutes Tuesday to find 
the 48-year-old Hall guilty on 
three counts of aggravated sexual 
assault of a child and two counts 
of indecency with a child. 

The sentencing phase was to 
begin later Tuesday afternoon. 
Hall faces up to life in prison. 


Clemson, Purnell agree 
to 2-year extension 


COLUMBIA, S.C. — Clemson 
coach Oliver Purnell has agreed 
to a two-year contract extension 
that will keep him with the Tigers 
through 2016. 

While the deal hasn’t been 
signed, Purnell and athletic di- 
rector Terry Don Phillips have 
signed a memorandum of under- 
standing dated June 1 that out- 
lines the improved package. 

Purnell’s base salary jumped 
$50,000 a year to $275,000. His 
supplemental income improved 
to $1.075 million each year, up 
from $775,000 guaranteed in a 
two-year extension agreed to in 
2008. 

Purnell will also receive de- 
ferred compensation of $250,000 
a year in 2015 and 2016, money 
the coach would receive unless he 
left the school voluntarily or was 
fired for cause.

On basketball 
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(Juick fixes available for 
NBA teams willing to spend

ORLANDO, Fla. — The last 
place Phil Jackson expected to 
end up when he returned to coach 
the Los Angeles Lakers was the 
NBA Finals awards podium. 

Sure, the Lakers had Kobe Bry- 
ant, but that was about it. 

“T said that I’d have to think 
about it a long time because this 
team is quite a ways from a cham- 
pionship even though Kobe Bryant 
always gives you a chance to win,” 
Jackson recalled of his discus- 
sions with Lakers executive Jeanie 
Buss, his girlfriend, in 2005. 

“So over the next two and a half 
months I spent some time think- 
ing about it and rekindling my en- 
ergy to come back and coach, but 
when I came back I didn’t antici- 
pate we’d win. I’d be part of it. I 
thought maybe I’d build the steps 
to a winning team, but I didn’t 
think I'd be part of it, and this is 
much quicker than I thought it 
would happen.” 

A good trade can do that. 

The last two NBA champions 
have proved just that, and the 
next team willing to make a bold 
move might be the one sipping 
champagne next June. 

But how many teams dare to do 
it during an uncertain economic 
climate? 

NBA commissioner David 
Stern said before the finals that 
revenues could be down as much 
as 10 percent next season, and 
the league already has warned 
its teams that the salary cap is 
expected to decrease in the next 
few years. 


That means some may have to 
put All-Star players on the mar- 
ket as a way to cut costs and avoid 
having to pay the luxury tax, and 
a team willing to open its wallet 
to acquire one of them could see 
a rapid reward. 

Boston was coming off one of 
the worst seasons in its storied 
history when it traded for Ray 
Allen and Kevin Garnett in sepa- 
rate deals two summers ago. The 
Celtics surged to the best record 
in the NBA, the greatest one- 
season improvement in league 
history, and won their 17th cham- 
pionship by beating the Lakers 
last June. 

By then, Los Angeles was 
clearly on the rise after acquir- 
ing Pau Gasol from Memphis at 
midseason. The Spanish forward 
averaged 18.6 points in the finals, 
joining Bryant to give the Lakers 
the 1-2 punch that every cham- 
pion needs. 

“He’s a dominant post-up play- 
er, extremely versatile, makes 
great decisions, and obviously 
when we got him last year, that 
really took us to that next step,” 
Bryant said. 

Shaquille O’Neal, Amare Stou- 
demire and Vince Carter were 
among the players who were be- 
lieved to be available at the trade 
deadline, but there were no sig- 
nificant moves. More big-name, 
big-salary players will likely be 
put on the market around the 
draft or later in the summer — 
Phoenix already has discussed 
trading O’Neal to Cleveland, ac- 
cording to reports. 

The Suns are among the many 


teams looking to slash. Harder 
to find are the ones willing to 
spend. 

The Cavaliers’ Dan Gilbert 
will, vowing to do whatever it 
takes to show LeBron James the 
commitment to building a cham- 
pion. Dallas owner Mark Cuban 
has said he is open to taking on 
additional salary, but doesn’t be- 
lieve there will be many others, 
even after it seeing it work out for 
the Lakers and Celtics. 

“T don’t. Because if it doesn’t 
pay off, the losses could be huge,” 
he wrote in an e-mail. 

Cuban took his risk last year at 
the trade deadline with the acqui- 
sition of Jason Kidd, a move that 
sent his payroll soaring and will 
force him to pay about $23 mil- 
lion in luxury tax for this season’s 
second-round exit. 

But the NBA is a superstar’s 
league, and they don’t come 
cheap. The Cavaliers, Lakers 
and Celtics, who had the league’s 
three top records, had three of 
the five highest payrolls. 

Gasol will cost the Lakers 
nearly $35 million in salary over 
the next two seasons. So as good 
as he is, Gasol wasn’t sure he 
would ever get his wish to get out 
of Memphis because not many 
teams are willing or able to take 
on that kind of commitment. 

“But the day that I was traded, 
I couldn’t believe it,” Gasol said. 
“Tt was such a beautiful day for 
me, and then also, I think the 
Lakers were pretty happy with 
it, too.” 

So money can buy happiness. 

Who else is willing to try? 
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QB waiting to hear if arm’s OK

NEW YORK — Brett Favre will 
know in several weeks whether 
his surgically repaired arm will 
allow him to come out of retire- 
ment again. 

The quarterback made his first 
public comments since retiring 
from the New York Jets in Febru- 
ary in an interview Monday night 
on “Joe Buck Live.” He said the 
only team he has spoken to is the 
Minnesota Vikings — and that 
they would be a perfect fit because 
he’s familiar with their offense. 

The three-time NFL MVP said 
Dr. James Andrews performed 
the surgery 2'/2 weeks ago on his 
throwing arm. Andrews told him 
it would take 4-5 weeks to know 
if he’ll be able to make all the 
throws he needs to. 

“If it ever gets to the point 
where it feels like it did before it 
started hurting, then the biggest 
question mark is out of the way,” 
Favre said. 

Favre said Vikings coach Brad 
Childress wanted him to attend 
Minnesota’s recent organized 
team activities, but he declined. 

“IT figured there would be a 
media frenzy if I was there,” 
he said. “And there would be a 
media frenzy if I couldn’t play, if 
we had to say three weeks later, 
“You know, his arm’s just not up to 
par. He can’t play.’ 

“So why not have just one media 
frenzy, and that be later on?” 

HBO said Favre agreed in 
April to appear on the show at 
the request of Buck, the longtime 
baseball and football announcer. 
That was before his release from 
the Jets, which prompted Minne- 
sota’s pursuit of the NFL’s career

leader in touchdown passes. 

Asked by Buck if he would 
play this season, Favre replied, 
“Um ...” After a pause, he said, 
“Maybe.” 

“TI know people are tired of it, 
really,” Favre said earlier of the 
drama that accompanies his an- 
nual waffling over retirement. 
“My intentions are not to — al- 
though it’s good for you — create 
controversy.” 

The Vikings were a presumed 
suitor last summer when Favre 
renounced his retirement from 
the Packers and was told Green 
Bay was going with Aaron Rodg- 
ers at quarterback. But the Pack- 
ers weren’t going to let him go to 
their NFC North rivals, and after 
a messy divorce with Green Bay, 
Favre was shipped to the Jets. 

He threw 22 touchdown passes 
and 22 interceptions last season. 
The team finished out 1-4 and 
missed the playoffs, as Favre was 
bothered by a torn biceps tendon. 

The Vikings won their division 
without him, but have been unset- 
tled at the sport’s most important 
position for the past three-plus 
years. Quarterback continues to 
be viewed as one of the team’s 
few weak spots on an otherwise 
talent-laden roster. 

“Tt makes a lot of sense because 
the pieces are in place,” Favre 
said. 

He said he met with a Vikings 
trainer Sunday to go over some 
arm exercises as part of his 
rehab, but the team has not made 
plans to evaluate his readiness to 
play. Favre said his conversations 
with Vikings officials have been 
infrequent and limited. 

“Nothing other than, ‘Are you 
interested?’ ” he said. “And vice 
versa.”

Woods held the putter with only 
his left hand as he rapped a 60- 
foot putt across the practice green.

He asked for the wedge to try a 
variety of shots out of sticky grass, 
searching for the best approach. 

Woods knows all the drills. 

This is his 15th straight year 
playing in the U.S. Open, and his 
third attempt this decade at join- 
ing an elite group as back-to-back 
champions in the so-called tough- 
est test in golf. 

Woods is the overwhelming fa- 
vorite at Bethpage Black, where 
he won by three shots in 2002 as 
the only player to finish under 
par. The challenge figures to 
come from a familiar cast, wheth- 
er it’s Padraig Harrington or Phil 
Mickelson, Geoff Ogilvy or Jim 
Furyk. 

What gives the U.S. Open its 
charm, however, are the long 
shots. 

Ogilvy finished warming up on 
the range and walked past play- 
ers he had never seen. One of 
them was Scott Lewis, a 20-year- 
old amateur still trying to get 
over the shock of playing in his 
first U.S. Open. 

Lewis just finished his sopho- 
more year at the University of 
California-Santa Barbara, where 
his best finish this year was a 
tie for seventh in the Wyoming 
Desert Invitational. An alternate 
from sectional qualifying, he 
didn’t learn he was in the U.S. 
Open until Friday. Before he 
could blink, he had an audience 
like never before. 

“People are watching me hit 
balls,” he said. “First time that’s 
ever happened.” 

Stranger still was walking to 
the range and hearing someone 
ask for an autograph. He kept 
right on walking until his father, 
who is caddying for him, real-

ized no one else was around and 
tapped his son on the shoulder to 
sign. 

Another first.

He is playing the Tar Heel Tour 
and wants to try Q-school again 
this fall, hopeful this time he can 
get past the second stage for the 
first time.

For every Woods, Mickelson 
and Harrington who are trying to 
add to their collection of majors, 
there are players like Lewis, Jen- 
sen and 19-year-old David Erdy 
who are simply happy to be at 
Bethpage Black.

The last player to go 
through 18-hole local qualifying 
and 36-hole sectional qualify and 
win the U.S. Open was Orville 
Moody in 1969. 

They all know their odds are 
longer than some of the par 4s at 
Bethpage Black. 

The thrill was getting here. 

Lewis, who had the seventh- 


best scoring average of the Gau- 
chos this year, made a 35-foot 
birdie putt on the final hole of sec- 
tional qualifying that got him into 
a four-man playoff for three spots. 
With jangled nerves, he made 
bogey and was first alternate. 

The USGA handed him a pack- 
et of instructions for alternates — 
they cannot play the golf course, 
but they can use the practice fa- 
cilities as long as they’re not tak- 
ing up space. Lewis didn’t even 
bother opening the envelope. 

“Then I got a text at 5:24 a.m.,” 
he said, a small detail that recites 
as easily as his birthday. “It said 
to call the USGA because there’s 
been a change in plans. I couldn’t 
get back to sleep.” 

Lewis replaced Dudley Hart, 
who withdrew with an injury.

Jensen made a 30-foot birdie 
putt on his last hole of sectional 
qualifying, then lost to a birdie 
in the playoff and was first alter- 
nate. He was debating whether 
he should even come to New 
York until he learned Thursday 
he would be among the top alter- 


nates. Three days later, he got in 
when former Masters champion 
Trevor Immelman withdrew with 
an elbow injury. 

And to think he gave up on golf 
after missing the cut in his only 
other U.S. Open, in 2005 at Pine- 
hurst No. 2. 

“I was just beating my head 
against the wall,” he said. 

Something told him not to stray 
too far, however, for he took a job 
at Lost Tree Golf Club in south 
Florida. He might find a new ca- 
reer someday, but he wasn’t ready 
to quit just yet. 

“This is all I’ve ever done since 
I was 15,” Jensen said. 

Then he looked around a prac- 
tice range that was quickly get- 
ting crowded, and bleachers that 
were getting full. 

“T’m having a great time,” he 
said. 


Open: Since debacle at Shinnecock, mostly praise

It was held at Shinnecock Hills in 2004, 
and no one broke par in the final round. 
Ernie Els played in the final pairing and 
shot 80. The par-3 seventh became such a 
debacle that few players could keep their 
tee shots — or even second shots — on the 
green. Davis wasn’t in charge that year, 
yet it remains one of his most nervous mo- 
ments at a U.S. Open. 

He identified the problem immediately, 
but could not get Meeks or Walter Driver, 
then chairman of the championship com- 
mittee, on the radio. Davis walked onto the 
green and removed the flag stick to sus- 
pend play and hose down the green. 

“Tn the position I was in, I didn’t have the 
authority to do that,” he said. “But I could 
see we had to stop play.” 

Complaints have been few since that U.S. 
Open, which leads to some awkward mo- 


ments for Davis. For as much as he enjoys 
hearing compliments on his work — who 
doesn’t? — it usually comes in tandem with 
criticism of Meeks, his predecessor. 

Furyk, who won at Olympia Fields in 
2003, was asked a simple question about 
how the setup has changed in the U.S. 
Open over the last decade, and he chose his 
words carefully. 

“T always feel like when I get asked 
that question that I’m picking on Tom or 
the previous setups, which I don’t want to 
do,” he said. “I obviously won a U.S. Open 
that Tom set up. But Mike has a different 
approach.” 

Davis Love III said the setup man at the 
U.S. Open is similar to an umpire — only 
the bad calls get remembered. 

“Tom didn’t want to be the guy who was 
too easy,” Love said. “That’s the way the 
USGA had always been. He kept up the 


tradition.” 

Meeks took a beating for the hole loca- 
tion on the 18th at Olympic Club; for some 
players being unable to reach the 10th fair- 
way at Bethpage in 2002 because of a 265- 
yard carry into the wind and rain; and for 
Shinnecock Hills. 

Even now, he says he was simply adher- 
ing to the longtime U.S. Open philosophy. 

“The U.S. Open has to be harder than 
anything else, but you still have to keep 
it fair,’ Meeks said from his home in In- 
diana. “It’s a hard line to dial in. If I had 
any doubt, I would go the more difficult 
way. I can see a tendency now with Mike, if 
we have any doubt, to go the conservative 
way.” 

That might be reflected in the complaint 
box, but not the scoreboard. 

This will be his fourth U.S. Open to set 
up the course, and Davis has yet to face 


the criticism that Meeks heard frequently. 
One thing he admired about Meeks was 
his willingness to take all the blame, even 
when it wasn’t always his fault. 

Even so, Davis believes he has had some 
luck on his side. And he figures it’s only 
a matter of time before something goes 
wrong. 

“If he continues the philosophy of the 
U.S. Open, somewhere down the road 
there’s going to be a slip-up,” Meeks said. 
“It doesn’t happen by design. It happens 
because of the U.S. Open.” 

And just what is the U.S. Open 
philosophy? 

“We want the U.S. Open to be a very hard 
test,” Davis said. “But how can we ensure 
that well-executed shots get rewarded? 
That mediocre shots get mediocre results? 
And if it’s a bad shot, it really gets penal- 
ized. That’s been the whole goal.”

Redefining the rough lowered complaints .9-9Pe 
but kept the ‘toughest test’ scores high

FARMINGDALE, N.Y. — Jack 
Nicklaus used to relish hearing 
complaints in the days leading 
up to a U.S. Open, knowing each 
player who griped meant one less 
player to beat. 

He might be surprised by the 
silence these days. 

Greens are still firm and fast 
as ever, although golf balls don’t 
seem to be rolling off the green 
because of peculiar hole locations. 
The rough remains a hallmark of 
the U.S. Open, the difference now 
is that it gradually gets higher 
farther away from the fairway. 

And it’s not like the scores have 
come down. 

Geoff Ogilvy had a 5-over 285 
when he won at Winged Foot in 
2006, the highest winning score 
to par at the U.S. Open in 32 
years. But something was miss- 
ing that week. 

“Winged Foot was the first one 


for a long time that no one com- 
plained,” Ogilvy said. “Five over 
and no one complained. So he 
must have got something right.” 

Ogilvy was referring toa USGA 
official who has become a popu- 
lar figure in his short time as 
the setup man for the U.S. Open. 
Mike Davis has a long title — se- 
nior director of rules and compe- 
tition — and a simple task. 

His job is to prepare the U.S. 
Open to be the toughest test in 
golf, without going over the top. 

“It’s been a better test,” Kenny 
Perry said. “They’re getting it 
right, in my opinion.” 

It all starts with a lawn mower, 
and a concept that Davis might 
never have conceived of if he had 
not been at Baltusrol in 1980 with 
his father for his first trip to the 
U.S. Open. 

He recalls standing along the 
fifth fairway, waiting on the tee 
shots. The first drive missed 
the fairway by 5 feet, and Davis 
couldn’t see the ball in the deep 


rough. The next player missed his 
mark by some 25 yards, where the 
spectators had trampled down the 
grass, leaving the player a clean 
shot that he hit in close for birdie. 

“T said to myself, ‘Something is 
wrong,” Davis said. “I know that 
golf isn’t supposed to be totally 
fair, but that to me was over the 
top. The rough is so penal close 
to the fairway, and the fairway 
is narrow to begin with. So many 
times, a guy hits one outside the 
ropes and gets a good deal.” 

Davis, who joined the USGA in 
1990, knew he had been chosen to 
take over for Tom Meeks as the 
setup man starting in 2006. He 
kept returning to that scene at 
Baltusrol and began consulting 
with USGA staff, including Jim 
Hyler, chairman of the champi- 
onship committee. 

Instead of only one option — 
hack a wedge back to the fairway 
— he wanted the best players in 
the world to show their skill and 
their smarts if their tee shots 


landed in the rough. 

The praise has been nearly 
universal. 

“Mike is trying to bring back 
shotmaking and decision-mak- 
ing,” Tiger Woods said. “Do I try 
to go for the green? If I hit a flyer, 
I’m dead. Before it was so routine 
— miss the fairway, wedge out. 
Now you have that option. And I 
think guys are making more mis- 
takes than before because now 
they have choices.” 

Jim Furyk called the graduated 
rough one of the best things that 
has been brought to major cham- 
pionship golf in the last 10 years. 

“Tt really makes the golf course 
play more fair,’ he said. “And I 
also think they’re able to kind 
of set up a shot value a little bit. 
I just feel like you’re rewarded 
more for a good shot now than 
you were the previous 10 years at 
the U.S. Open.” 

A good amateur golfer, Davis 
began his USGA career in op- 
erations, worked in rules and

gravitated to his passion, which 
is golf course architecture. And it 
helped that he had knowledge of 
agronomy. 

Ogilvy, himself a student of golf 
architecture, used a word rarely 
associated with the U.S. Open 
— fun. 

“Torrey Pines was the funnest 
major of the year by far last year,” 
he said. “If you had said in July 
2004 that the U.S. Open would be 
the funnest of the year, you would 
have laughed.” 

That year was critical in a phil- 
osophical shift for the U.S. Open.
